Some students had been under the im- 
pression that there would be a strike 
yesterday. But AFT officials were quick 
to clarify things — they said if a strike 
decision is made, there would be plenty 
of notice in time to discuss things and 
to seek a settlement.

the department chairmen refused to submit 
teacher-attendance reports of lla) akawa’s 
request, saying they weren't hired to do 
such things, and that dismissing ateacher 
for five absences was presuming that 
teacher was effective only when he was 
present in the classroom. 

If Nayakawa was having trouble with 
department chairmen on fink lists, he 
was driven up the walls with student 
cunning — after he asked students to report 
which teachers hadn't been putting in 
appearances, some dissidents merely 
flooded his office with names of teachers 
who had been appearing. 

ht seemed apparent, then, that there 
would be dismiseals on the Bay City 
campus as the week progressed, And all 
18 state college campuses were prepping 
for action if there were dismissals — 
Sec State’s AFT members, numbering 
about 70 of the 600 professors, were ready 
w join the rest of the state in a one-day 
walkout. 

A 24-hour walkout might eventually 
be the father two a total sirike, but it's short 
term would allow union members to take 
a measure of the support for a walkout, 
and perhaps to coalesce more support. 

So the storm warnings were posted once 
again for California higher education. As 
Cal State LA's Harry Brand, head of the 
AFT local there, put it: “. . .if teachers 


in San Francisco are fired, you will see 
a unity of faculties at al! colleges in this 
state unlike anything yet witnessed in 
higher education in America."’

Seek Sixth Straight Tonight at Eight 
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Jackrabbit Hornets May Jump To Crown

Lack of rebounding was the 
major factor in six consecutive 
early season losses by Sacramento 
State’s varsity cagers, but lately 
the Hornets have larned how to 
jump. . .and as a result, they might 
jump right into a Far Western 
Conference championship. 

The Green and Gold’s newfound 
rebounding prowess came none too 
soon, since league competition be- 
gan last weekend, and that, of 
course, is the only thing that really 
counts as far as coaches and 
players are concerned. Sac State 
broke out of its losing slump with 
a pair of triumphs in the recent 
Chico tournament, then a trio of 
conquests last weekend greatly 
enhanced chances that the quintet 


has finally started to function like 
a team. 


Starting Five 


For one thing, head coach Jack 
Heron has definitely established 
his first five, which should help 
the squad as it begins to “‘click.’’ 
Jimmy Jones and Harry Livers 
are the starting guards, while 
Greg Reed and Louis Wright are 
at forwards and Charlie Walker 
occupies the post. 

The latter has been credited 
with stabilizing the team by 
joining at the start of the five 
game win skein which has yet to 
be snapped, but Heron is also 
noticeably pleased with the per- 
formance of former first string 
center Reed. Since being moved 
to forward, both his rebounding

and shooting have improved sub- 
stantially, which is only natural, 
since Reed has always been a 
forward in the past. 

“I think Reed is inspired a 
little bit,’’ is the way Heron 
summed up the situation. ‘‘He’s 
been used to putting his front to 
the basket rather than his back, 
and now he can do that again.’’ 

Reed dumped in 16 points and 
collected nine rebounds during the 
98-83 verdict over Portland State, 
and that was probably his least 
impressive showing of the three- 
game series. Jones hit for 19 
markers in that contest, while 
Livers and Walker chalked up 18 
each, but the big story was 20 
rebounds by Walker and 19 from 
Wright. According to Heron, those 
two are staging a friendly battle 
for who the season’s top rebounder 
is going to be, and the Hornets 
are reaping thz benefits of that 
competition. 


League Opener 


The opening clash of the league 
schedule took place Friday night 
against Sonoma, and boardwork 
again told the story in the 85- 
79 SSC success. The losers sport 
a front three standing 6-9, 6-7 
and 6-5, which makes them the 
tallest team in the conference, 
but Heron’s crew ended up with 


- a 60-34 advantage in the rebound- 


ing department. 

Walker wrenched 13 off the 
glass, Reed picked off 14 and 
Wright copped the ball-grabbing 
honors with 16, In the scorebook, 
it was Jones on top with 25 
markers, but the southpaw guard’s 
diminutive son stole the show with 





some fancy sideline antics which 
had the crowd forgetting about the 
ball game attimes. Wright meshed 
15 points in this win, while Livers 
added 14 and Walker contributed 13. 

The Hornets made it 2-0 in 
FWC action Saturday night, by 
dropping Humbolt 90-83. Big 
Charlie and Lou deadlocked in the 
rebound department with 12 apiece, 
but Reed was the top man that night 
with 18. 

Balanced scoring earmarked ail 
these games, and although the 
offensive plays became more in- 
tricate with each successive tilt, 
no single player dominated the 
points column, This is obviously 
quite a boon to the team, since 
opposing defenses cannot key on 
a single player in hopes that 
shutting him off will stagnate the 
Hornet offense. 

Walker’s 18 points were high for 
the Humboldt encounter, while 
Wright was close behind with 16, 
Jones nailed 14 and Reed canned 
ll. 


Dependable Subs 


Making Hornet fans even 
happier (and Heron even more 
confident), is the fact that he can 
rely on such dependable substitutes 
as Walt Slider in the back court, 
Ray Pfeifer at the post, and Mike 
Aimes and Ken Stewart helping out 
at forward whenever necessary. 

Sac State will be needing that 
depth tonight, when they host tough 
Nevada in a FWC clash which 
Heron believes could be a big 
deciding factor in whether or not 
the Hornets can cop the 1969 corwn.
